Great times call for great 
people. But it isn’t the cri- 
ses that call for the greatest 
exercise of self-control and 
patience, It is the every day 
grind of monotonous, disa- 
greeable tasks, We can 
stand big sacrifices, but 
it’s the giving up of little 
things which no one knows 
about that wears our tem- 
per thin, 

It's the plane spotting de- 
tail on a holiday evening— 
after weeks of nothing hap- 
pening. It’s the first aid 
class on the first spring day. 
It’s the store being out of 
butter when we’ve so care- 
fully rationed our family. 
It’s the conscience’ that 
makes us buy bonds when 
we want bright new clothes. 
It’s all the things we do day 
in and day out that nobody 
notices, that makes us, not 
angry, but—worse _ still— 
fretful. 

What we must do is to re- 
member that ill temper in 
these days is the warning of 
the danger hour on the 
home front. It is the sign 
of the weakness in the for- 
tifications, the break in the 
line—and, just as on the 
battlefront, so on the home 
front, it means we must call 
up the reserves. 

Why is it dangerous? Be- 


sause through the gaps of 
discontent may come the 
saboteurs, those self-same 


sneak thieves who destroyed 
the countries of Europe. 
They slow up work by say- 
ing: “You have done your 
share. Wait till the other 
fellow catches up with you.” 
They delay the war effort 
by whispering, “Just this 
one day off. You are only 
one. You won't be missed.” 
They waste material by say- 
ing, “You can save tomor- 


row. Have what you want 
today.” 
Then when the will has 


been weakened, come _ the 
tank troops— ‘Every one 
else is getting theirs. You’re 
a sap.. Get yours.” They 
attack racial and_ religious 
groups, imputing to all, 
the mistakes— common to 
all groups— of a few indi- 
viduals. They make scape- 
goats and use them aé& alibis 
for negligence, indifference 
and selfishness . 

And then—in through the 
breaks made by the tanks, 
pour the shock troops of the 
conqueror. 

How can we fight this 
subtle enemy? By throwing 
in the reserves of character 
hefore the line is weakened. 
By determined resistance to 
self-pity, discontent, discour- 
agement, resentment, preju- 
dice. I have a motto I al- 
ways carry with me which 
helps me. In the hope that 
it may help others, I quote 
it here: 

“Any one can carry his 
burden, however heavy, un- 
til nightfall. Any one can 
do his work, however hard, 
for one day. Any one can 
live sweetly, patiently, lov- 
ingly, purely, till the sun 
goes down. And this is all 
that life ever really means.”

TREATED COTTON SEED 
PAYS BIG DIVIDENDS 


Auburn, Ala.— Treating 
cotton seed pays big divi- 
dends. Alabama farmers 
will obtain better cotton 
yields in 1948 if they use 
treated planting seed. The 
use of treated seed makes 
it possible to obtain a bet- 
ter stand, a stand of healthy 
plants, free from disease, 
says J. T. Belue, cotton im- 
provement specialist of the 
Alabama Extension Service. 
The more unfavorable the 
weather in the spring, the 
greater the benefits to be 
derived from seed _ treat- 
ment. If the weather is very 
favorable in the spring there 
will not be as much increase 
in yields from seed treat- 
ment as when the weather 
is wet and cold. Seed treat- 
ment is the best form of 
crop insurance. 
The cotton seed may be 
treated now, and stored un- 
til planting time. The treat- 
ment does not injure germi- 
nation of the seed, but kills 
the disease germs that may 
be on the outside of the seed 
and which attack the seed 
or young plants after the 
seed germinates or sprouts. 
Treatment of cotton seed 
before planting has increas- 
ed in popularity in Alabama 
during the past three or four 
years. County agents report 
that more than 50 per cent 
of the seed planted in 1942 
were treated. 
The seed may be treated 
with the 2 per cent or 5 per 
cent ceresan, Many ginners 
and county exchanges are 
doing an excellent job in 
seed treatment. Some few 
are equipped to reclean, re- 
gin (delint) and treat the 


seed. This is a complete job. 
County agents have com- 


plete information on treat- 
ment of seed, including 
plans for a home-made bar- 
rel or drum. 


When mother and daugh- 
ter, father and son, work 
side by side, each better un- 
derstands the work of the 
other.

JESUS RESTORES LAZARUS 
TO LIFE 
LESSON TEXT—John 11;32-35, 38-44, 
GOLDEN TEXT—"I am the resurrec: 
tion, and the life.""—John 11:25, 


Suffering, sorrow and bereave- 
ment are so common in our day that 
this lesson is peculiarly appropriate, 
Life, even to the Christian, finds its 
full measure of things which hurt 
and grieve. Many ask: ‘Why must 
I, & follower of Christ, bear such 
burdens?” 

The answer is, that while the be- 
liever is not “of the world," he Is 
“in the world," and here he must 
meet the problems of life, including 
the evils to which the flesh is heir 
because of sin. The fact that Jesus 
is our Friend and our Saviour does 
not exempt us from human sorrow, 
but it does assure us of the needed 
grace to bear the trial and makes 
us ready to trust Him even in life's 
darkest hour. 

Lazarus, the friend of Jesus, was 
sick, The home in which Jesus had 
found rest and fellowship was in 
deep trouble. Jesus was no longer in 
Judea, In haste, word was sent to 
Him of His friend's illness. But He 
did not come, 


Why does He delay? Such is the 
heart-cry of thousands today who 
call on Him in their hour of trouble. 
The purposes of God we cannot fully 
understand, We need only to trust 
Him and abide His time. 

Notice that His failure to respond 
at once to the message of Lazarus’ 
sisters did not mean that He had 
deserted them (John 11:4-6), Nor 
did it mean that He had denied them 
His help (vy. 7). 

Above all, note that He came. He 
always does. Jesus has never failed 
any child of His, The time and the 
manner of His answer to our prayers 
may not conform to our opinion of 
what should have been done; but 
let us remember that we know only 
in part. He knows all. . Let us trust 
Him, Job, in his darkest hour, said: 
‘Though he slay me, yet will I trust 
in him’’ (Job 13:15). 


The steps from sorrow to victori- 
ous joy in this story are three in 
number, 


I, Death and Tears (yv. 32-25). 

By the time Jesus came, Lazarus 
was dead and his family and friends 
could only weep as they said: “‘If 
thou hadst been here—"” Try as we 
may to temper its cruel blow, the 
fact remains that death is the enemy 
of man, It came into the world as 
the result of sin (Rom. 5:12), and 
only in Christ is it ‘‘swallowed up 
in victory” (I Cor. 15:54), Until 
the glorious day of Christ’s return- 
ing, when the redemption of the 
body will be complete (Rom. 8:23), 
death will continue to bring sorrow 
to the heart and tears to the eyes. 


But let us not fail to notice that 
as the friends of Jesus, we do not 
sorrow alone, “Jesus wept’’ (vy. 85) 
with Martha and Mary. We know 
that He weeps with us in our trying 
hour. He is the “friend that stick- 
eth closer than a brother.’"’ He is 
the one who gives grace to meet 
the deepest sorrow, and to bear it 
with grace because of His tender 
fellowship. 


Il, Faith and Hope (vv. 38-40). 

“If thou wouldest believe, thou 
shouldest see the glory of God,” 
said Jesus to Martha, She must 
look beyond the evident fact of the 
deadness of her brother and see 
God's glory in his resurrection, 
Thus faith assures us that those who 
believe in Christ have more than 
the comfort of His sympathizing 
presence—they have a sure hope 
(read I Thess. 4:14-18). 

Sorrow and unbelief would becloud 
our faith and thus rob us of our 
hope. Martha needed to have her 
faith stimulated by the gracious 
words of the Lord; and then 
she triumphantly put her hope in 
Him, the Christ of God. Once we 
recognize Him as God, we have no 
hesitation in believing in His mirac- 
ulous power, 


Ill, Christ and Resurrection (vv, 
41-44). 

Majestic and authoritative are the 
words of Christ, ‘I am the resur- 
rection and the life” (v. 25). He it 
was who gave life, for was He not 
“in the beginning with God'’? And 
is it not said of Him, that ‘‘all things 
were made by him” (John 1:2, 3)? 
Paul tells us that “by him all things 
consist” (Col. 1:17). He is the only 
one who could say: “I lay down 
my life . . . I have power to lay 
it down, and I have power to take it 
up again’ (John 10:17, 18). 

So it can rightly he said that if 
we have Christ we have everything 
—both in this world and in the world 
to come. But if we do not have 
Christ, we have nothing; we are 
without God and without hope. ‘He 
that believeth in me, though he were 
dead, yet shall he live’ (vy. 25) is 
the promise of Christ to us. Let us 
believe it. 

The resurrection power of Christ 
is at work in the world today raising 
the spiritually dead to newness of 
life in Him. 

May we see many such a Lazarus 
called forth—loosed from the grave 
clothes of sin and set free.

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Somebody’s Son 


THE ELBA CLIPPER 


This message should touch 
the heart of every Ameri- 
can: 

“Unfamiliar names trick- 
le in on the casualty lists 
from overseas. We know 
some—the names of neigh- 
bors’ sons, boys from our 
own communities, the chums 
and companions of our town 
boys. But mostly they are 
names from other towns, 
other cities. 

“We quickly glance over 
the lists and turn to other 
news. The newspapers say 
the losses are ‘relatively 
small.’ The percentages are 
low. We breathe a sigh of re- 
lief—almost of satisfaction. 

“But—within every small 
percentage—on every list is 
somebody’s son. 

“For someone the war is 
over. For someone’s mother, 
father, brother, wife or sis- 
ter, there can be no happi- 
ness in victory. There can 
be for them no return of the 
triumphant soldier. The 
light of a life’s ambition, ex- 
tinguished in a_ brief mo- 
ment of heroism, will burn 
no more— somebody’s son 
has made the supreme sac- 
rifice, 

“Can this grim business 
of war give anybody satis- 
faction? Can any of us feel 
in its far-flung operations a 
thrill of pride, a glow of 
achievement? What laugh- 
ter can we indulge in, what 
joys can we attempt to re- 
peat? What peacetime pur- 
suits can we carry on when 
in the background are the 
tears of an unhappy people? 

“The Army and Navy are 
relatively small in terms of 
total population. There are 
many families still which 
have not felt the pain of 
personal separation from 
those loved ones who only 
yesterday were the smiling, 
lappy youth of our times. 
Perhaps they who have not 
experienced these pangs 
know little about war. Per- 
haps they who grapple still 
for material advantages 
forgot only because they 
have not yet felt the impact 
of a world’s sorrow, the in- 
exorable sadness of a na- 
tion’s role in the terrible 
hours of destructive war. 

“Only those who have felt 
the strain know what it 
means to read the indefina- 
ble word ‘missing.’ As haunt- 
ing thoughts fluctuate from 
one possibility to another, as 
the unknown fate of a son 
hovers in the anxious minds 
of parents or relatives, the 
great cause for which men 
offer their lives becomes for 
the moment obscure— the 
war suddenly becomes per- 
sonal and poignant. 

“No words can describe 
the anguish which so intense- 
ly grips the family of the 
soldiers and sailors who 
have gone to the danger 
zones. No phrases can tell 
to others the suffering that 
is so bravely suppressed by 
the mother whose son is 
away on an unknown er- 
rand—as days, weeks and 
months pass by without a 
message, letter or communi- 
cation of any kind. 


“For this is a war of hu- 
man agony, whether at the 
front or behind the lines. 
The bombs that fall on the 
innocent overseas create 
pain that the news dispatch- 
es with their laconic sen- 
tences cannot convey to 
those who do not dwell in 
the areas affected. Bombs 
that fall on peaceful fire- 
sides here in the United 
States as the sad messages 
come in are no less devas- 
tating though they leave in- 
stead of broken roofs the 
broken hearts of an Ameri- 
can family. 

“War is a conerete, defi- 
nite human tragedy when it 
strikes home. Words of 
comfort are spoken by kind- 
ly neighbors and friends. 
There is the hope to console, 
to alleviate, to make the suf- 
fering easier to bear. 

“Do we who remain be- 
hind grasp the meaning of 
this great sacrifice? Can we 
imagine even a part of what 
is going on every hour, twen- 
ty-four hours a day, as the 
boys at the front defy time 
and space, weather and al- 
most insufferablle handi- 
caps, and drive grimly on to 
their assigned objectives? 

“This war is being fought

ours—-is out there battling 
against great odds, heart- 
sick, lonely, but unflinching, 
ready to go on to the ends of 
the earth as the orders come

“There is no man any- 
where who, feeling the aw- 
ful momentum of this war, 
wants it to last a second 
longer than necessary, to 
bring about the collapse of 
the enemy. 

“How can we end it? 

“Not by a craven peace, 
not by a compromise with 
evil cliques, not by yielding 
ene iota of the principles 
that have forced us to com- 
bat against our will. 

“But we could end the 
war years, months, weeks, 
and days sooner if we all 
felt the throbbing heartbeats 
of those who wait anxiously 
for their sons to return 
home. The will to win can 
be reflected in the will to 
produce, the will to avoid 
interruption of war effort 
irrespective of cause or 
provocation, the will to buy 
war bonds to the full extent 
of our financial ability, the 
determination to put all else 
aside till the victory is won. 

“War means an all-out ef- 
fort in every sense. Nothing 
counts in war except the 
things that can accelerate 
the day of victory. Nothing 
counts that does not bring 
to us the pattern of a tomor- 
row which shall make plain 
the meaning of these fright- 
ful yesterdays.” 


UTILITY COMPANIES 
FACE EARLY HEARINGS 


Montgomery — Hearings 
likely will begin about the 
end of February on the Ala- 
bama Public Service Com- 
mission’s move to abolish 
more than $250,000 collect- 
ed annually by light and gas 
companies in the form of 
so-called discount or penalty 
charges, the commission an- 
nounces. 

“Citations .will be issued 
requiring utility companies 
to show cause why the 10 
per cent penalty charges 
should not be abolished,” 
said Clint Harrison and Gor- 
don Persons, majority mem- 
bers of the commission. 

They said that general 
rate investigations, with a 
view to rate cuts where jus- 
tified, would follow. 

“We will be fair to both 
the bill-paying public and 
the companies”, said Mr. 
Harrison. : 

“T have made careful in- 
quiry and there is appar- 
ently no record of any rate 
cut by any utility within the 
past 20 years which was in- 
itiated by the commission,” 
said Mr. Persons.

Tung Nut Crop of 1942 
Is Ahead of All Marks 


CAIRO, GA.—According to official 
reports, this year’s production of 
tung nuts from which an oil vital to 
the war effort is extracted, will be 
the greatest, by far, since the in- 
dustry was established some few 
years ago. Nature, say the grow- 
ers, has teamed up with them and 
their experimentations to give the 
United States a bumper crop.
